The People of the State of Wisconsin, represented in 
Senate and assembly, do enact as follows : 

SECTION 1. Section one, of chapter forty-three, of the poweredCom-
private and local laws of 1859, is hereby amended, by missioners.  
adding to said section the following words: "And if 
any of the said commissioners shall resign, be removed, 
remove out of the counties of Calumet or Winnebago, 
die, or in any manner become unable to discharge his 
duties, as such commissioner, then and in such case, the 
remainder cf the said commissioners, or a majority of 
them, are hereby authorized and required to till salt 
vacancy." 

§ 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from 
and after its passage and publication.

first Tuesday of April next, and the officers elected of office. 
thereat shall hold their respective offices until the sec- 
ond Tuesday of March, 1861, and all elections for city 
and ward officers for the said city of Milwaukee, to be 
holden after the year 1860, shall he held on the first 
Tuesday of March in each year, and the term of every 
officer of said city, or any ward thereof, elected at any 
annual election, which may be held after the year 1860, 
shall commence on the second Tuesday of March of 
the year tor which he is elected. 
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
